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Senior center move 
gathers support 


by Dan Sanderson 
Staff Writer 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners endorsed a 
plan to allow the Commission on 
Aging to study the feasibility of 
moving to the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery building. 

County Commissioners, at 
their regular meeting last week, 
passed a motion § supporting 
plans to move the Commission 
on Aging offices and Senior 
Center to the Fish Hatchery 
building. 

Built in the 1960s, the current 
senior center has 5,000 square 
feet of space. Ideally, the senior 
center needs about 7,000 square 
feet of space to provide its pro- 
grams and services. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery 
building has 7,800 square feet of 
space. 

Alice Snyder, the director of 
the Commission on Aging, said 
that there is a need for space due 
to the increased meals served to 
seniors and increased participa- 
tion in senior center activities. 

“We felt that it was good prac- 
tice to start planning now rather 
than waiting until we’re bursting 
at the seams to figure out what 
we're going to do,” Snyder said. 

Commission on Aging offi- 
cials looked at the Knights of 
Columbus building, which has 
since been converted into a 
Dollar Castle store, when it was 
for sale. Officials have also con- 
sidered expanding at its current 
location, but that has been ruled 
not to be a feasible option. 

Under the current proposal, 


the Commission on Aging and 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee would both 
occupy the building. The 
Grayling Fish Hatchery Steering 
Committee has been planning to 
establish a natural museum in 
the building, 

“We certainly are not interest- 
ed in taking over and ousting 
what they have planned for the 
building — we’re trying to meld 
the two plans together,’ Snyder 
said. 

The Commission on Aging has 
$300,000 in a building fund, 
which could be used as a match 
to apply for grants to renovate 
the hatchery building. 

The decor of the senior center 
would include displays and 
aquariums for the nature muse- 
um. Seniors would be available 
to staff the museum and a gift 
shop that would serve the muse- 
um and the senior center. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee has 
obtained federal grants, used to 
paint the hatchery building and 
repair the roof, in recent years. 

-Unless a large amount of 
funds come from a donor, fish 
hatchery officials said it will take 
several years for them to achieve 
their goals. 

‘T think that an opportunity to 
scale things back and to utilize 
the building will serve the people 
of the county quite well,” said 
Bruce Patrick, chairman of the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery Steering 
Committee.

Animal Shelter fund 
named in memory of Thor

A fund, earmarked to help 
with veterinary expenses at the 
AuSable Valley Animal Shelter, 
has been named in honor of a 
dog who captured headlines in 
an animal neglect case earlier 
this year. 

“Thor’s Fund,” which is kept 
by the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter to help animals in need 
of medical attention, was named 
in honor of the yellow lab that 
was in the center of an animal 
abuse and neglect case. 

Thor was found on Jan. 11, 
emaciated in a carport where 
Lawrence Baumgart’s mother, 
Judith Baumgart, lives on 
Stephan Bridge Road. The dog 
was tied to a golf cart with a 
nylon strap. 

Veterinarians said that Thor 
was half his normal weight and 
his ribs were clearly visible due 
to lack of muscle mass. 

Baumgart, of Roscommon, 
was found guilty of animal cruel- 
ty by a jury in June. 

Crawford County District 
Court Judge Monte Burmeister 
ordered Baumgart, 46, to serve 
30 days in the Crawford County 
Jail, He was also ordered to pay 
$4,203.83 in court costs, fines 
and restitution, and perform 200

hours ‘of community service at 
area animal shelters, while serv- 
ing two years of probation, 

Cheryl Postma, director of the 
AuSable Valley Animal Shelter, 
had been caring for Thor at her 
home since he was discovered by 
Gail Foguth, the animal control 
officer for Crawford County. 

Many people had made dona- 
tions to help pay for Thor’s vet- 
erinary care and followed the 
case, which drew national inter- 
est. 

Grayling High School gradu- 
ate Christopher Wright, the 
author of the American Chillers 
and Michigan Chillers children’s 
books, documented the case 
involving Thor on a web site 
called www.thorswarriors.com. 
He is actively seeking to have 
Baumgart charged for the 
neglect of six other labs in 
Roscommon County, 

Thor had developed conges- 
tive heart disease in recent 
months. 

Rather than put Thor through 
risky treatment, Postma opted to 
let Thor live out the rest of his 
days peacefully. She promised 
Thor and herself that he would 
not suffer like he did in the past, 
When his condition worsened to

Accident investigation pending

A crash that claimed the life of 
a 61-year-old Grayling woman, 
when a SUV careened into a 
restaurant, remains under inves- 
ligation. 

The accident, which occurred 
at the Fairview Coffee Shop and 
Bakery in Oscoda County on 
Nov. 3, claimed the life of two 
people and injured five others.

Facing a huge deficit for the 
fiscal year which started Oct. |, 
the lawmakers sweated bullets in 
trying to put together a financing 
package of budget cuts and 
increased revenue to make ends 
meet. 

After much rhetoric and mid- 
night sessions, they couldn’t 
quite get it done by the Sept. 30 
deadline, so they adopted a 30- 
day continuation budget, which 
postponed the agony of decision 
for a month, 

Sure enough, as Oct. 31] 
neared, blood, sweat and tears 
reappeared, along with more all 
night sessions while vigorous 


bargaining again filled the capt- 
tal. Finally, a new compromise 
package emerged, with selective 
service cuts yoked with extend- 
ing the state sales tax to selected 
services. Budget problem was 
solved for another year. 

Or so we were led to believe.

IMMEDIATELY THOSE hit 
by the new services tax, led by 
business forces, roared that the 
service tax put an impossible 
load upon the business commu- 
nity, would cost jobs and force 
many small operators out of 
business. 

The new tax was “capricious, 
complicated and potentially bur- 
densome to businesses big and 
small,” opined The Detroit Free 
Press editorially.

This amusement park idea 
does not sound like a good bet.

Economic Development 
Corporation. 

Grayling’s up north appeal is 
its beautiful forests, rivers, 
streams, lakes and trails. We 
have year around entertainment 
here and, for a Christmas theme, 
Michigan has Frankenmuth. 
This amusement park would 
compete with tourists dollars and 
would be a tough sell to con- 
vince many that they need to 
plan their trip around this attrac- 
tion. People come to Grayling 
for the outdoors. 

What happens after the DNR 
selis the Jand and the park does 
not work out? 1,800 acres of 
cement with weeds growing up 
through the cracks and a rusty 
ship.

The legislature buckled. So 
although the revenue part of the 
deal is essential to balancing the 
new budget, lawmakers took a 
do-over and repeated the tax they 
had adopted only a week or so 
earlier. Now they must go a- 
hunting for some other source of 
revenue — or wield an even 
sharper services pruning knife — 
to regain that elusive balanced 
budget. 

It’s never over until it’s over, 
and the big budget fiasco for 
2008 isn’t over yet. .

LAWMAKERS HAULED out 
a second do-over involving the 
new state presidential primary 
planned for Jan. 15, 2008. 

In September, in a rush of rare 
bipartisan cooperation, the legis- 
lature voted to establish 
Michigan’s presidential primary 
on Jan. 15. Both Democratic 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm and US 
Sen. Carl Levin, along with most 
Michigan Republican party lead- 
ers, thought it was a great idea. A 
majority of legislators agreed. 


VIEWPOINT 
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Political troubles ensued. 
Neither national party organiza- 
tion like the idea and threatened 
to slash Michigan representation 
at the national nominating con- 
ventions next summer. Most 
Democratic candidates promised 
not to campaign in Michigan, 
and the name of only one front 
runner ~ Sen. Hillary Clinton — 
will be on the ballot. 

As primary boosters hoped, 
leading Republican candidates 
have been regular visitors here 
and we became more important 
in deciding the eventual 
Republican candidate. 

* * * 

THE PRIMARY law didn’t 
please everyone in Michigan 
either. Changes never do. 
Primary voters must declare 
which party ballot they want, 
their names go on party lists, and 
each party gets the list of its vot- 
ers. The public gets nothing. 

Now legalities have arisen. A 
lawsuit was filed, claiming that 
because the public can not 
receive the voter lists like the two 
parties can, the primary law is 
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iNtegal. The Ingham county cir- 
cuit court agreed. 

As of now, the primary is off 
unless (1) a higher court reverses 
the Ingham judge, or (2) the law 
is changed to comply with the 
court decision. 

So the legislature tried another 
do-over, which should be simple 
because both parties favored the 
primary in September. However, 
not this time. There are not 
enough votes, at least now, for a 
new primary bill to be in effect 
for Jan. 15, 

Not everyone is upset by this 
turn of events. Many party regu- 
lars favor the old way of doing 
things. Democrats held party 
caucuses around the state, which 
are more responsive to regular 
party leadership, to choose their 
candidate. Republicans used 
state conventions, which also are 
easier for regular party leader- 
ship to influence and control. 

So there it stands for now, at 
Jeast. But as with the tax ptcture, 
it’s never over until it’s over, and

MRSA (Methicillin-Resistant Staphylococcus Aureus) . 


MRSA (Methicillin-Resistant 
Staphylococcus Aureus) has 
been in the news lately and will 
become more important in the 
future. As you probably know, 
MRSA and VRE (Vancomycin 
Resistant Enterococcus) are 
bacteria that are resistant to the 
usual antibiotics that have been 
used against them for years. 
Antibiotic resistant organisms 
have appeared on the scene, it is 
thought, because of the wide use 
of antibiotic prescriptions that 
act to change the bacteria’s envi- 
ronment, allowing them to 
invoke a genetic change and 
cause them to become resistant 
to the antibiotics. MRSA is a 
problem in schools, hospitals, 
daycares, and the community as 
a whole. Combating this public 
health problem will require new 
strategies. 

In the community, most 
MRSA infections are skin infec- 
tions that may start as perceived 
“spider bite” like lestons and 


progress rapidly to pustules or 


boils which are often red, 
swollen and painful. These 
lesions should be incised and 
drasned for cure and culture and 
sensitivity. They often progress 
rapidly and require different 
antibiotics than Staphylococcus. 
MRSA can cause serious infec- 
tions of the lungs, urinary tract, 
deep tissues and blood stream, 
Most MRSA_ infections are 
potentially serious, but can be 
treated. 

Persons can carry MRSA in 
their nose, on their skin, or in 
their lungs without symptoms. 
MRSA is transmitted by direct

by objects used by others. 
MRSA commonly appears in 
schools, athletic team settings, 
jails, and where people live in 
close contact and/or have less 
than adequate hygiene. 

Hand washing and the clean- 
ing of surfaces and objects with 
EPA (Environmental Protection 
Agency) approved cleaners will 
control the spread of this organ- 
ism in all settings. If a person 
has open skin that is infected 
with MRSA, the wound area 
should be covered by a dressing 
and affective hand washing time 
and technique is essential. 

The best way to avoid getting 
a staph infection, including 
MRSA, is to wash your hands 
and keep surfaces and clothing 
clean. Dr. Wilson recommends 
these guidelines for all settings 
including schools, day care cen- 
ters, and the health care field: 

Allow students time to wash 
their hands. Handwashing at the 
beginning of the day, before eat- 
ing and after recess will 
decrease the risk of getting or 
spreading germs of all types. 

Provide students, teachers, 
and health care providers with 
waterless hand cleaner if soap 
and water are not availabie. 

Use single-use paper towels 
or hot air hand dryers after 
washing your hands. 

People should use their own 
towels. Towels should not be 
shared by anyone. 

Gym clothes and towels 
should be laundered in the 
hottest tolerable water with soap

dryer setting. Gym equipment 
should also be cleaned frequent- 
ly. 

Clean frequently touched sur- 
faces, such as doorknobs and 
door handles, with hot soapy 
water, 

Use warm soapy water to 
clean a minor cut or scrape. 
More serious cuts and injuries 
should be examined and treated 
by a doctor. 

All draining wounds should 
be kept covered. 

Generally speaking, people 
with a staph infection should 
wait two to four days after treat- 
ment has started to return to 
school or work. 

Use antibiotics wisely. Take 
all of a prescribed antibiotic as 
directed by your doctor. Don’t 
take someone else’s antibiotics.

scouts hike through prehistoric grounds | DENTAL IMPLANTS 


Boy Scout Troop #995, of 
Grayling, recently traveled to 
seek out hidden treasures in the 
Negwegon State Park north of 
Harrisville. 

’ Scouts hiked about five miles 
jo the South Pointe, near the 
Black River, to examine 
Michigan’s prehistoric artifacts, 

. As the Scouts walked the 
lakeshore of Lake Huron through 
the pine woods, they came upon 
4 clearing that revealed an old 
stone well next to a twisted 
ancient thorn-apple tree. Legend 
has it that a slave and his wife 
were tired of running from the 
south and built a homestead 
within Negwegon. The home- 
stead has since gone back to 
nature and all that remains is the 
well, which is approximately 
four and a half feet deep and has 


filled in through the years. The 
slave and his wife settled there 
and did a bit of blacksmith work 
until he died. 

Further on in the park, there 
are the remains of what some 
historians consider to be a pre- 
historic rock wall or stone fence. 
It is said that if you stand at this 
spot and listen, the waves strik- 
ing against the rocky shore seem 
to whisper of yet another time 
and the secrets of an era covered 
up at that very spot. The rock 
walls have some different theo- 
ries as to why they are there and 
what purpose they served. They 
go straight for a bit, then for no 
reason, veer off at acute right 
angles. The walls do not seem to 
have confined an area, although 
they are in a lowland area, which 
raises more doubts as to their 


} 


existence. 

Within the confines of the park 
exist many stone piles or cairns. 
A cairn is a mound of stones, 
oftentimes used as a burial cover. 
Some researchers also indicate 
that these rock piles could have 
served as markers or guides. 
Others say they could offer the 
probability of sighting points for 
a prehistoric calender, compass 
or observatory. The cairns are all 
through the area, some a little 
larger than others. 

Just up the trail lies an old 
Indian burial ground, but as luck 
would have it, time was running 
out and the Scouts did not hike to 
that area. 

Troop #995 also did another 
hike in October on Drummond 
Island. This was a 10-mile hike, 
and took the Scouts to Marble

Head, which is believed to be the 
highest point of the island. 
Drummond Island proves to be 
one of the toughest hike we do, 
said Scoutmaster Jim Pickell. 

The trails are very rocky and, 
since they are used for ORVs, 
they can be impassible in spots as 
the road turns into large water 
holes. Getting around these spots 
proved to be tricky, but not 
impossible. Getting up to Marble 
Head made the hike worth it as 
the view was spectacular, Pickell 
said. 

A couple of new scouts joined 
the troop for their first outing, 
did very well and had a great 
time. The troop was also joined 
by Unit Commissioner Dave 
Lauria for the hike.

Sportsman’s Club, 

Kiessel utilizes a number of 
hunters education instructors in 
his classes, and he breaks various 
aspects of the classes into indi- 
vidual stations, where they learn 
about topics such as firearms, 
shooting and accuracy, first aid 
and tree stand safety. 

“He gets them in a small! group 
atmosphere, where those kids 
can get one-on-one instruction,” 
said Sgt. Kevin Davis, the north- 
ern Michigan hunters education 
instructor coordinator for the 
DNR. “They’ve done a super job 
with their classes over there.” 

Davis commended Kiessel for 
being able to build a team of 
instructors for his classes. 

“He’s very humble, and he 
loves to teach kids,” Davis said. 
“We’re proud to have him and 
happy to have him.” 

Dennis Ryan, a Crawford 
County hunters education 


instructor, nominated Kiessel for 
the award and nearly two dozen 
fellow instructors signed the 
nomination form. 

“It goes with a lot of teachers 
that you can’t do enough for kids 
and that’s his philosophy in life,” 
Ryan said. “He makes it very 
interesting for kids and it’s not 
just them sitting in the classroom 
watching tapes and listening to 
the instructors.” 

Kiessel said he appreciates 


getting the kids outside and away . 


from the television and video 
games. His classes are explorato- 
ry in nature, but stress safety, 
Tesponsibility and ethics. 

Although Kiessel has used a 
cut off for enrollment into class- 
es, he always allows extra stu- 
dents in. 

“T just can’t tell a kid no,” he 
said. 

Kiessel also uses stationary 

targets for target shooting rather 
than throwing clay pigeons, 


which can leave a youngster dis- 
couraged if they don’t connect 
with the target. 

“I like to see that smile on their 
face when they leave,” he said. 

DNR law enforcement offi- 
cials said Kiessel has been 
instrumental in helping disabled 
students like Nick Bennett, 17 of 
St. Helen, who is blind. Bennett 
successfully completed the 
hunters education course under 
Kiessel’s instruction last year 
and bagged an eight-point buck 
in Alpena County with the assis- 
tance of a mentor hunter and a 
laser-sighting device. 

“Having Nick’ in class was a 
challenge at first, but what he 
brought to the class in his deter- 
mination and motivation made it 
the most rewarding class I’ve 
ever had,” Kiessel said. “Nick 
was assigned a mentor instructor 
to assist him during class and he 
also taught us a few things as 
well — it was an experience | 


wouldn’t trade.” 

Kiessel said he was pleased to 
be recognized by his peers for his 
hunters education efforts. There 
are 2,500 hunters education 
instructors in the state. He said 
he loves seeing parents and 
grandparents go through the 
classes with their children. ee 

“It’s to keep the tradition going _ 
and it’s been very rewarding that 
way,” Kiessel said. 

Kiessel received the award af 
the National Resources 
Commission, held in Lansing 9 on: 
Nov. 8. 

“We are fortunate to have ded- 
icated instructors like Richard 
Kiessel, who volunteer their time 
and energy to teach youth how to 
hunt safely and responsibly,” said 
DNR Director Rebecca 
Humphries. “Not only does Mr. 
Kiessel teach his own classes, he 
also helps other instructors in his 
area improve their teaching 
skills.”

The first ‘ing of this year Ss fitearii deer Handing season is Thursday, Nov. 15, 
Hunters who harvest a buck on one of the first two days of firearm season will have 
the opportunity to compete for cash and prizes in the 2007 Orangecoat Round-up 
at Skip’s Sport Shop. 


“The first half was pretty 
slow,” Millikin said of the 2007 
bow hunting season. “The fast 
two weeks have been very good. 
They’re seeing a lot of bucks and 
shooting a lot of bucks. Some 
people have said they’re seeing 
four or five bucks a night.” 

“(The firearm deer season 
opener) should be good. The 
bucks are really starting to rut, so 
they should be running around,” 
Millikin said. “Last year was 
good, a lot of big bucks, so I 
think it should be a good season.” 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) also 
predicts a decent firearm season 
for deer hunters in northern 
Michigan. The Northeast 
Management Unit (NEMU), a 
14-county area that includes 
Crawford and Roscommon, is 
expected to “enter the fall deer 
season with a very good deer 
population. Following an out- 
standing acorn crop in 2005, 
good fawn production and mod- 
est antlerless harvest in 2006, 
and a moderate 2007 winter, 
deer numbers are up noticeably. 


The buck kill may not exceed the 
excellent harvest that occurred tn 
2006, but should be quite good,” 
according to the DNR’s 2007 
Michigan | Deer | Hunting 
Prospects report. 

One method the DNR uses to 
gather information on 
Michigan’s deer herd is deer 
check stations open during bow 
season and firearm season at 
DNR field offices throughout the 
state. 

“The information gathered at 
DNR deer check stations is used 
in population models that help 


. biologists make recommenda- 


tions for future deer seasons. 
Biologists age each animal, 
measure antler beams, and exam- 
ine for disease. All of these 
observations are important to 
monitoring the overall health of 
the deer herd,” states the DNR on 
its Web site. “As a gesture of 
appreciation, the DNR gives a 
Deer Management Cooperator 
patch to hunters who are willing 
to take the time to bring in their 
deer and help in this endeavor. 
You do not need to bring the 


entire animal into a check sta- 
tion, Many hunters bring the 
head only to be checked, which 
provides biologists with the 
information they, are seeking.””,., 

According to the DNR’s Web 
site, the deer check station at the 
Grayling Field Office (1955 N. I- 
75 Business Loop) will be open 
weekdays from from Nov. 15-30 
{except for Nov. 22-23) from 9 
a.m, to 4 p.m. For information on 
this deer check station, contact 
the DNR’s Gaylord Operations 
Service Center at (989) 732- 
354], 

“There is a particular need for 
decr samples from __ losco, 
Ogemaw, Roscommon, and 
Crawford counties and hunters 
are urged to come to any DNR 
check station to submit heads for 
the TB surveillance effort. Slow 
but important progress is being 
made in the effort to control TB 
in deer and it is important for 
hunters to continue to observe 
baiting and feeding restrictions 
in the TB management areas,” 
said Glen Matthews, NEMU 
supervisor.
